THE ICONOCLASTS 

The ‘*conoclasts ge break- 
ers) were a party of reli W en- 
thustasts who, in 736 A. D. 
instigation of the 
peror, Leo Isanrus, d 
images, pictures, statues and oth- 
er emblems in the churches of Con- 
stantinople. This movement spread 
to Italy, but was stoutly resisted 
by the Latin church and the peo- 
ple generally. Leo, although con- 
demned by the counci] at Rome, 
under Pope Gregory III, persevered 
in his opposition to the use of 
images, and this policy was con- 
tinued by his successor, Constan- 
tine, surnamed Capronywus. 

The Couneil of Constantinople, 
held in 754 forbade the use of all 
images, except that of Christ in 
the eucharist; but this decision was 
revoked at the Council of Nicaca 
in 787, during the reign of Irene, 
widow of Leo. Subsequent emper- 
ors, however, returned to the policy 
of the iconoclasm, which fnally 
led to the separation of the east- 
ern and vestern churches. The 
eastern church, at the present day, 
permits the use of pictures, but 
rejects all sculptured or graven 
images of sacred objects.—-[Kan- 
sas City Star. .

RADIO STATION USES 
MOUNTAINS FOR MASTS 


A wireless station using moun- 
tain peaks for antennae masts has 
recently been put into service in 
Upper Bavaria. wires are 
supported by a stro cable and 
extend from one 6100 feet 
high, a distance of about a mile 
and a halt across country to the 
top of a smaller hill of some 2820 
feet elevation. The station is de- 
signed to communicate directly 
with the Far Bast. ar- 
rangements wcre necessa:y for the 
fixing of the able ends aad to al- 
low for its stretching. The end 
of the cable w fastened to a mal 
carriage weighted with stones and 
running on rails. en the cable 
is bent by snow or wind the car- 
riage is pulled forward. When 
the stress ceases it rolls backward 
on ite sloping railroad. 


BUFFALO BIOLOGY 

The recent gift of three buffalo 
to the government of Mexico re- 
calls the discovery and early: his- 
tory of these big game animals. 
The gift will be sent from the 
herd maintained by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
on the Wichita game preserve, 
Oklahoma, to the zoological park 
in the City of Mexico, almost on 
the very spot where the buffalo 
was first discovered by Europeans. 
The Biological Survey points out 
that 400 years ago, when Cortes 
entered Montesumas capital, on 
the present site of the City of 
Mexico, white men had their first 
view of buffale, a herd of which 
was maintained in the menagerie 
of the — ey This was in 1521, 
when buffalo roamed in millions 
over the tablelands of Northern 
Mexico and the great plains of 
the present Western United States. 
An early writer, Antonio de Solis, 
who first described Montesuma’'s 
menagerie, declared that the 
greatest rarity in the collection was 
the “Mexican bull.” which had 
crooked shoulders, a hunch on its 
back like the camel, and its neck 
covered with hair like the lion. It 
was in these terms that he charac- 
terized the American buffalo or 
bison.—[Indianapolis News.
